Annual Town Meeting—February 15, 
16 and 17, 1916

The meeting was called at seven o’clock A. M., Seba <A. 
Holton, moderator.

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 16. 


The meeting was called to erder at 9 o’clock by the moder- 
ator, Seba A. Holton. The reading of the articles in the warrant 


was dispensed with, only the call for the meeting and the con- 


stable’s return being read. 

The moderator appointed George E. Noyes and Charles §. 
Baker as constables on the main floor and Levi C. Chase for the 
yallery. He also appointed Charles H. Eldred, William <A. 
soodwin, David P. Scannell and Ellis M. Lewis to act as floor 
ellers. 

Article 61 was assigned to 1 p. m. and articles 31, 82 and 38 
o 3 p. m., articles 45, 46 and 47 to follow immediately after. 
t was voted that all other articles be taken up in the order 


as printed in the warrant, articles 58 and 36 to be considered 
together. 

Voted, that the meeting adjourn at 12 o’clock noon until 
1.15 p. m. and that the sessions close at 4.15 p. m. to convene 
each day ta 9 o’clock as long as the meeting continued in session. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing.

Article 3.. To hear the reports and recommendations of 
committees and act thereon. 

It was voted to accept the reports of the various boards and 
committees as printed in the town report. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to restrain horses, 
neat cattle and swine from running at large within the limits of 
the town the year ensuing. 

Voted, that they be so restrained, and that the matter be 
referred to the board of health to make by-laws for guidance 
in future years. , 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to appoint agents 
for the care of the town cemeteries. 
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Voted that Solomon D. Robinson, Charles H. Gifford and 
James J. Hatch be appointed agents for the care of the town 
cemeteries. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Treasurer be so authorized. 

Article 7. To see what method the town will adopt to 
suppress the keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to 
prevent gambling and malicious mischief, and make an appro- 
priation therefor, or take any other action thereon. 

The sum of $500 was appropriated, said amount to be 
expended under the direction of the selectmen. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to sell the Herrings 
from one or more of its rivers, or what method it will adopt 
regulating the taking and disposing of the same, or take any 
other action thereon. 

Voted, that the same method and regulations as last year 
be adopted. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Buzzards Bay Electrie Company 
to light the streets for the coming year or take any other action 
thereon. 

Voted, that the report of the advisory committee be accep- 
ted, and that the sum of $7,500 be appropriated for lighting the 
streets the coming year. 

The committee recommended that electric lights be cut out 
between villages, except in the immediate vicinity of dwellings 
or on dangerous curves. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which are 
pending, or may arise against the town and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board for this purpose, or 
take any other action thereon. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be so authorized and the sum of 
$500 appropriated. 

Article 11. To raise such sums of money as may be needed 
to defray the town’s expenses for the year ensuing, viz: High-

ways, curbings, dust laying material, railings, bridges, snow, 
clearing curves, schools and supplies, transportation, repairs on 
public buildings, bonds and notes, parks, fire department, board 
of health, interest, poor department, street lights, salaries, 
libraries, trees, caterpillars, gypsy and brown tail moths, mis- 
eellaneous, state aid, soldiers’ relief, elm leaf beetle, inland 
fisheries, Memorial day, printing and stationery, regulating 
autos, wells and any others that may be needed.

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Article 12.. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collection of taxes and to fix the compensation for the 
services of the collector, or act thereon. , 

Voted, that the town adopt a similar method as last year, 
viz: the compensation of the collector to be one percent on collee- 
tions; the total amount of the April levy to be paid to the town 
Treasurer on or before December 31st, unless this shall conflict 
with state legislation; that ten percent interest be charged on 
all taxes from October 1, pursuant to provisions of Section 21, 
Chapter 237, Acts of 1915; and that the amount of the December 
levy be paid to the town Treasurer on such date as the board 
of assessors shall determine. 

Article 13. To see if the town will. raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the proper observance of Memorial Day, the 
same to be expended under the direction of the Woman’s Relief 
Corps. 

Voted, that the sum of $200 be appropriated, the amount to 
be expended under the direction of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 

Article 14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$200 to be paid to J. C. Howell for labor and plans on the 
North Falmouth wharf. 

Voted, to appropriate $200 for the purpose. 

Article 15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$500 to be used for the laying out and bounding the Sandwich 
Road (so-called) beginning at its intersection with the Town — 
way in Teaticket, thence to the Sandwich, Mashpee and Falmouth 
line in Ashumet, there being no record or layout of said road 
either in Town or County records. 

Voted, that the matter be referred to the Selectmen. The 
sum of $500 was added to the miscellaneous fund to cover the 
expense of laying out and bounding the road. 

Article 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to macadamize North street from the Hel pond 
to the entrance of Penzance. 

Voted, that North street be macadamized from Hel pond 
to West street and repaired beyond to the entrance of Penzance. 
$1000 was appropriated for the work. 

Article 17. To see if the town will accept the laying out of 
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Bourne avenue (so-called) beginning near the house of Hen- 
rietta Lowden and raise and appropriate $200 to work the same. 

Voted, that the layout be accepted. $200 was appropriated 
for improving the avenue. 

Article 18. To see if the town will accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out an extension of Arlington street 
over land of Silver Beach Land Co. and Downer Bros. land to 
‘Nye’s Point Road, and raise and appropriate a sum of money 
to work the same. 

Voted, to accept the layout, and to appropriate $550 for 
working the road. 

Article 19. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in relocating a small portion of road leading from 
Megansett to the Nye’s Point Road and raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to work the same. 

Voted, that the matter be referred back to the Selectmen to 
make a new layout and to report at the next annual town meet- 
Ing. 

Article 20. To see if the town will accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in taking a small portion of land of J. W. Glidden 
to straighten a bad curve on the Nobska Road, and raise and 
appropriate a sum of money therefor. 

Voted, to accept the doings of the Selectmen. A re-appro- 
priation of $600 was made for the work. 

Article 21. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars to be applied in making a 
frost proof hard stone, tar of concrete on the road leading to 
Hatchville from Fuller’s corner in East Falmouth. 

Voted, that $3000 be appropriated to be expended under 
the direction of the Highway Surveyor, to build a good road 
as far as that amount would go. 

Article 22. To see if the town will vote to stone the County 
Road from where already built last year to junction of the ave- 
nues at Hope Spring and other avennes, so-called, Megansett, 
North Falmouth; and raise and make all necessary appropria- 
tions therefor. 

Voted, that $2000 be appropriated for the purpose. 

Article 23. To see if the town will vote to improve Wild- 
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wood avenue (so-called) in North Falmouth by the use of stone, 
shells or by any other suitable material and raise and appropriate 
a sufficient sum of money therefor. 

The sum of $500 was voted, to be expended under the 
direction of the highway surveyor. 

Article 24. To see if the town will vote to pay laborers in 
all departments of the town two dollars and twenty-five cents 
a day. 

Voted, that all laborers be paid the sum of $2.25 per day, 
excepting those employed by the water commissioners or for 
fighting fires. 

Article 25. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 for Woods Hole Park. 

Voted, that $500 be appropriated, the same to be expended 
after some plan of general improvement of the park has been 
made, and after hearing and learning the wishes of Woods Hole 
people. 

Article 26. To see if the town will vote to ask the Mass. 
Highway Commission to straighten the dangerous curve on the 
State Highway east of White’s Landing Bridge and instruct the 
Selectmen to make a taking of land of John Russell, if necessary, 
for this purpose and raise and appropriate the sum of $50 for 
the same. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be so instructed. $50 was appro- 
priated. 

Article 27. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to purchase a new steam road roller and new 
boiler, engine and crusher for stone crushing plant. 

Voted, to appropriate $4,200 for the purposes named in the 
article. A committee consisting of Nathan 8. Ellis, Fred T. 
Lawrence and Dr. G. E. F. Donkin was appointed to have charge 
of the matter. 

Article 28. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
$2000 to stone, tar, or oil, the Davisville road, to make it pass- 
able—both winter and summer. 

Voted, that the sum of $2000 be appropriated, the highway 
surveyor to have charge of the work. 

Article 29. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
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the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) to lower the grade of 
the hill in front of the house of Richard N. Ellis on Jones Road 
(so-called). 

Voted, to appropriate $200 for the purpose, the sum to be 
taken from the appropriation for general highway repairs. 

Article 30. To see if the town will direct the Water Com- 
misisoners to reimburse Dr. Knower and others for the cost of 
hydrant $45.75, and make an appropriation therefor. 

Voted, that the sum of $45.75 be appropriated, to be taken 
from funds in the hands of the Water Commissioners. 

Article 31. To see whether the town will construct a large 
er general schoolhouse in the eastern part of the town, select a 
site therefor, acquire land by purchase or taking and purchase 
equipment and furnishings therefor and for such purposes raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars, of which amount a portion shall be included in 
the tax levy of the current year and the balance be berrowed on 
negotiable notes or bonds of the town, payable annually, said 
notes to bear interest not to exceed 414 per cent. per annum. 

Article 32. To see what action the town will take with 
reference to the erection of a large or general schoolhouse in the 
eastern part of the town or to furnish better school accommo- 
dations for pupils in that section or take any other action con- 
cerning this matter and raise and appropriate the necessary 
money therefor or authorize the borrowing of such money. 

Article 33. To see if the town will sell or authorize the 
sale of its present property at East Falmouth or any portion 
thereof or take any other action concerning said property. 

Voted, that these articles be indefinitely postponed. 


THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 17. 


Article 34. To see if the town will vote to extend the 
street lights on the County Road from near the residence of 
George E. Teele to the Bourne line and make the necessary 
appropriation therefor and act thereon. 

Voted, that the town instruct the Selectmen to have three 
electric lights installed between the residence of Geo. E. Teele 
and the Bourne line. 
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Article 35. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of stoning, shelling or building 
of oil a road on the County Road leading from North Falmouth 
to Hatchville, near the farm land or house of Frederick K. 
Leatherbee. 

Voted, that the sum of $8,000 be appropriated, the work to 
be under the supervision of the highway surveyor. 

Article 86. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to employ one or more traffic officers and make an 
appropriation therefor. 

Articles 386 and 58 were considered together. Under article 
36 it was voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200 for the employment of traffic officers for the ensuing year; 
that four men be employed—one stationed at Falmouth, Woods 
Hole, West Falmouth and North Falmouth. 

Article 37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to stone a section of Grand avenue, Fal- 
mouth Heights, from the corner near Swift’s Garage running 
easterly to Worcester Park. 

Voted, to appropriate $2,000 for the purpose named in the 
article, the amount to be expended under the direction of the 
Highway Surveyor. 

Article 38. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $453.71 for the purpose of paying excess over appro- 
priation in construction of board walk at Falmouth Heights or 
take any other action concerning the same. 

Voted, that the sum of $453.71 be appropriated. 

Article 39. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 to complete Buzzards Bay avenue (so-called). 

An appropriation of $1,500 was voted. 

Article 40. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 to be expended in putting Orchard and High 
streets in Woods Hole in a condition suitable to accommodate 
traffic. 

An appropriation of $500 was voted. 

Article 41. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500 for band concerts to be given by the 
Falmouth Brass Band during the summer months and under 
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the direction of the Selectmen. 

Voted, that the sum of $500 be appropriated.: 

Article 42. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300 to improve the ball field in the rear of 
the Lawrence High School building, said amount to be expended 
under the supervision of the School Committee. 

Voted that the sum of $300 be appropriated. 

Article 48. To see if the town will vote to pay a bounty 
on muskrats under the same restrictions and in the same manner 
as was voted last year. 

Voted, that the same regulations as last year be adopted. 

Article 44. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in re-locating Oyster Pond road to State Highway in 
Quissett. Also Lakeview avenue. Also Oyster Pond road from 
State Highway in Woods Hole to Railroad Crossing in Falmouth. 

Voted, that the doings of the Selectmen be accepted. 

Article 45. We, the undersigned citizens of the Town of 
Falmouth, respectfully petition that we believe it is not for the 
best interest of the Town and its citizens to continue the exist- 

ence of an Advisory Committee and we, therefor, petition for 
the repeal of the By-Laws establishing and relating to Advisory 
Committee and for the abolishment of such Committee. 

Article 46. To-see if the town will repeal its by-laws pro- 
viding for the appointment of and relating to an Advisory Com- 
mittee and abolish said Advisory Committee or take any othe. 
action in reference to these matters. 

Article 47. We the undersigned Voters and Tax-Payers of 
the Town of:Falmouth, believe it for the best interest of this 
Town, that the Advisory board be discontinued from this date. 
It has never been a respective board, and is not needed. 

The above three articles were considered together, imme- 
diately following the disposal of the articles relating to the Hast 
Falmouth schoolhouse. 

Voted, to amend the by-laws with reference to the Advisory 
Committee by striking out Section 1 of the By-Laws and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following :— 

Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
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town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation, and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate 
fifteen voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the 
finance committee. 

Voted, also,—that the word ‘‘advisory’’ wherever it appears 
in said by-laws be struck out and in place thereof the word 
‘‘finanece’’ be inserted. 

The moderator appointed Charles W. Zastrow, Edwin L. 
Bowman, Edgar 8S. Studley, Rev. H. H. Smythe and Ellis M. 
Lewis as a nominating cmomittee. They retired and nominated 
the following named gentlemen who were elected by the meeting 
to serve as a Finance Committee for the ensuing year :— 

Dr. Gilman A. Drew, John P. Sylvia, Jr., Franklin L. Gif- 
ford, Woods Hole; Frederick K. Leatherbee, Hatchville; Charles 
B. Fisher, Waquoit; Ferdinand Baker, East Falmouth; Fred T, 
Lawrence, George H. Turner, Rev. F. H. Baker, John H. Crocker, 
Falmouth; Dr. G. E. F. Donkin, Geo. E. Teele, North Falmouth; 
Timothy C. Bourne, West Falmouth; Henry 8. Hall, Falmouth 
Heights. 

Article 48. To see if the town will accept the provisions 
of Revised Laws, Chapter 28, Section 16, and Revised Laws, 
Chapter 48, Section 103, and all acts amendatory thereto, with 
reference to the establishment of building lines. 

Voted, that the provisions named in the article be accep- 
ted. 

Voted, that the matter of establishing building lines be left 
in the hands of the highway surveyor to report at the next town 
meeting what in his judgment the building lines should be. 

Article 49. To see if the town will vote to pay all employees 
of the town weekly. 

Voted, unanimously, that it was the sense of the meeting 
that the town pay all employees weekly. 

Voted, that Tuesday be selected as the day to pay bills for 
the previous week. 

Voted, that the highway surveyor be allowed to employ a 
elerk. 

Article 50. To see if the town will grant the use of the 


lower town hall to the United Church Boys’ Club one night each 
week from 7.30 to 9.00 o’clock, and make such regulations for 
its use as the town may see fit. 

Indefinitely postponed. ; 

The action under article 51 covered this matter. 

Article 51. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to establishing rates for the rentable portions of the town 
hall, or to take such other action in regard to the matter as may 
seem fit. 

Voted, that George W. Howland, George E. Dean and Fred 
T. Lawrence be appointed a committee to investigate and report 
to the Selectmen the rates that shall be charged to any person 
or society for rental for any purpose of the town hall or any 
portion thereof. 

Article 52. To see if the town will vote not to pay any 
bills presented to the town unless the same are itemized giving 

“year, month, date, hours worked each day, price per hour and 
list of material furnished. 

A motion offered by Edwin L. Bowman that the town pay 
no bills, except under the conditions named in the article, was 
- defeated. 

Article 53. To see if the town will vote to have all its 
contracts advertising for bids returnable at the Selectmen’s 
office at a given time, publicly opened and read by one of the 
Selectmen at that time. 

Voted, that this be done. 

Article 54. To see if the town will vote to have the work 
‘done upon the highways only by voters of the town.

To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen 
to appoint Special Police Officers in the several villages within 
the town when in their opinion the occasion requires it; said 
officers’s services to be paid from the contingent fund. 

This article was considered in connection with article 36. 
Voted, that it is the sense of this meeting that the selectmen do 
appoint special police officers in the several villages within the 
town when in their opinion the occasion requires it. The service 
of said officers, except traffic officers, to be paid for from the 
eontingent fund. 

Article 59. To see if the town will vote to publish the list 
of library books under separate covers from the town reports. 

Voted, that the list of books be published separately. 

Article 60. To see if the town will vote to leave its adver- 
tising to the discretion of the several boards. 

Voted, that the town advertise in both local papers. 

Article 61. .To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for improvement of Waquoit harbor to be used 
in connection with money raised by private subscription. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
to improve the entrance and deepen the channel into Waquoit 
bay; the same to be expended under the supervision of the Land 
and Harbor Commissioners or their successors, and expended in 
connection with money asked of the state by Senate bill No. 13. 

Article 11 was taken from the table and the sum of $400 
added to the appropriation for bridges, to pay for the main- 
tenance of the Woods Hole drawbridge. 

The sum of $200 was appropriated for the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Voted, that the salary of the town treasurer be increased 
$100. 

A motion offered by N. 8. Ellis that the town pay the 
expense of running the highway surveyor’s automobile was de- 
feated. 

The business in the warrant having been completed, the 
meeting dissolved at 2.15 p. m., Thursday.

Tristram P. §. Phinney. 


In the death of Tristram P. S. Phinney which occurred Oct. 
1, 1915, the town of Falmouth was called upon to mourn the loss 
of one who had served it in public office as selectman and asses- 
sor since 1903. 

Tristram P. S. Phinney was born in North Falmouth, Jan. 
18, 1852. He was the son of Ebenezer N. and Abigail Edward 
Phinney. For more than 25 years he conducted an express and 
mail route between Waquoit and Falmouth. In 1903 the town 
elected him to the office of selectman and assessor, in which 
‘capacity he served it continuously until his death. 

Possessed of a genial nature which won him many friends, 
Mr. Phinney combined with it qualities of mind and heart, which 
made him a faithful and efficient officer of this town, a loyal 
citizen and friend, and a worthy successor of those who have 
preceeded him in the office life of the town. 

In recognition of its indebtedness and gratitude for his long 
and consistent service, so loyally rendered, we, the citizens of 
Falmouth, in town meeting assembled:

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners hereby submit thers report. for 
the year ending December 31, 1916. 

The board was organized by the choice of Charles E. Hall, 
Chairman, Eugene E. C. Swift, Jr. , Secretary and Seba A. Holton, 
(reasurer, 

The plant is in good condition, considering the time it has 
been in service, and has been able to keep a good degree pressure 
at all times. Owing to an abundance of rain during the summer 
the pumps have not been taxed as severely as during some years 
past. 

The use of water, however, under normal conditions is in- 
creasing each year; and the time is not far distant when an 
auxiliary pump will be needed for use in case of emergency since 
an accident to the large pump would render it difficult to main- 
tain adequate fire protection during the busy months. 

Additional storage capacity will also be needed in the near 
future. This can probably be best secured by the erection of a 
larger standpipe at Quissett. This should be built of concrete. 

The boilers at the pumping station have been in use eighteen 
years and it will be necessary to replace them before long. 

During the past year several of the oldest services have 
been replaced on account of coroded pipes. The number of such 
services will steadily increase. 

Thus far we have made no provision for replacing portions 
of the plant which have become worthless through age, but we 
feel that the time has come for making such provision. There- 
fore we propose to lay aside each year a sum equal to ten per 
cent, of the net income from all sources including hydrant rental 
for a renewal fund. 


The pumping station has been under the charge of Charles 
B. Gardner whose work has been entirely satisfactory. 

The Quissett standpipe has been painted and a new ladder 
attached thereto. 

Several new houses having been erected on Walker street, 
the old 34inch pipe became inadequate to supply the quantity of 
water needed. We therefore replaced 280 feet of that pipe with 
a new four-inch main and extended the same to the last house 
on the street. 

Early in the year we were informed by Mr. Richard H. 
Paine that he was about to discontinue pumping water for Me- 
gansett. He asked us to take care of his customers. This gave 
us twenty additional services. The entire number of new 
services installed during the year was seventy-two. 

Minor extensions for the year have been few and unimport- 
ant. 

Mrs. J. Sloat Fassett has purchased a tract of land on 
Bradford Hill, West Falmouth, and proposes to erect a large 
house thereon. She asks that the six-inch main be extended from 
a point near the small house owned by H. M. Kingman to her 
property and guarantees and annual income of five per cent. on 
the cost of the extension for a period of ten years. We recom- 
mend that the extension be made. Estimated cost $10,000. 

For many years we have been urged to lay a four-inch main 
on Elm Avenue to the farm occupied by Timothy Murphy, a 
distance of approximately 2,500 feet. Owing to the limited 
income to be derived from the line we have not felt justified in 
making the extension. We refer the matter to the Town for 
instruction. 

We recommend that a fire hydrant be placed near the 
premises of Dr. J. P. Warbasse in Woods Hole as there is a large 
amount of property in the vicinity without adequate protection. 

We have on hand $19,906.22 with no outstanding liabilities; 
but it should be borne in mind that our fiscal year ends July 
1st, previous to which time but little income can be expected. 

Meantime bonds to the amount of $7,500 will mature and 
interest to the approximate amount of $3,850 and the running ex- 
penses of the plant for six months must be paid which will nearly 
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or quite exhaust the amount on hand. Last year we reported On 
hand $15,378.09. This was entirely exhausted before the end of 
the year and we were obliged to ask the Selectmen to pay the 
hydrant rental before July Ist, to enable us to pay the bonds 
and meet other expenses. 

On account of the high price of coal and other materials the 
cost of nearly all parts of the work has been greatly increased. 

Owing to the conditions mentioned it will be seen that it 
will not be practicable to make any reduction in the water rates 
at present.

A new 11-inch by-pass valve has been fitted to the large 
pump, the old one leaked badly; also a short section of new 
steam pipe. 

Two new traps have been installed on the small pumps which 
improves the running of them. 

Boiler Room. 

The 6-inch stop-valve on No. 1 boiler which was leaking has 
been repaired and is now tight. One new tube has been put in 
this boiler. The safety valve on this boiler has been sent away 
for repairs. The side walls on this boiler will have to be rebuilt 
this spring. The stop-valve on No. 2 boiler will have to be 
changed as it is leaking. Very few tools have been added this 
year. 

Living Rooms. 

With the exception of covering the steam pipes in the cellar, 
no repairs have been needed. 

Water Pumped. 

The small amount of water pumped in 1916 compared with 
1915 is due to the heavy rainfall of 1916 and to the gallons 
allowed per revolution of the pump. Previous to 1916 the gal- 
lons allowed per revolution was 60; while 52 is all the pump can 
discharge. This excess 8 gallons per revolution during the year, 
will reduce the water pumped to 182,896,868 for 1915.

Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen :—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and the expenses incurred 
for the year ending December 31, 1916, by this department and 
appropriations under my charge and supervision is herewith 
presented. 


Light Oils. 


In regard to light oils, I have bought most of the light oils 
by the tank car, finding that I could get it one and one-half cents 
cheaper per gallon. 

All light oils have been charged to dustlaying appropriation 


and were used in various parts of the town, wherever the high- 


way surveyor considered necessary. 
Village Highways. 


The stone that has been bought this year and stored at the 
erusher has been charged to the village highway section, also all 
stone that has been purchased for general repairs throughout 
the township except North Falmouth and Woods Hole which is 
charged to those sections. 


Curbings. 


All curbings that have been built of concrete I have allowed 
thirty cents per foot, as far as the appropriation goes. Some 
persons want 80 cents per foot curbings and others are satisfied 
with the 60 cents per foot grade. The 60 cents per foot curbing 
is very satisfactory to me and is very good curbing. I have 
allowed one-half expense on resetting and trimming old curbings. 
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Oil Road at Waquoit. 


I recommend that the Town raise and appropriate One 
Thousand Dollars to repair this piece of oil road wherever neces- 
sary, as the road is very much in need of it.

Wildwood Avenue: 


There was some trouble in finding where this road was. In 
days gone by its layout commenced ‘‘within two feet of Alvin 
Nye’s corn crib’’ and ran in various courses. It has now been 
re-located and I will recommend that the $500.00 that was appro- 
priated be reappropriated as the road needs it badly. 


Grand Avenue: 


Appropriation—$2,000.00. I have expended $941.11 in stone 
‘and asphalt, one carload of asphalt for the surface of this road 
and have. material enough or very close to it to do the work. 
I am very much bothered in regard to drainage along where this 
money is to be expended. The drip basins which were installed 
‘last year do not drain the road. Since the oil was put on the 
‘road it seems to clog the drip basins and I have decided that it 
-will be necessary to have the road engineered and proper drain- 
_age put in. I have made application to the new Waterway 
Commission for privilege to drain into Deacons Pond Harbor. 
With outlet for the water I can arrange so I can drain the 
whole of the flat land by the baseball field down through the 
lower part of the Heights. I recommend that the unexpended 
money $1,058.89) be re-appropriated and that $1,500.00 addition- 
al be appropriated and expended in drainage in that vicinity. 


North Falmouth and Hatchville Road: 


The appropriation of $8,000.00 for the North Falmouth and 
Hatchville Road was expended in conjunction with the $3,000.00 
appropriated for the East Falmouth and Hatchville Road and 
the $2,000.00 appropriated for the Davisville Road. Style of 
construction—18 feet wide and built two layer work of the best 
material that I know of—Cement Asphalt for the wearing surface 
with Bitumen for the foundation. The two seem to bind together 
well and I think although we did not get great length, we got 
a very good road, something that will last. If the Town had 
appropriated the same amount of money to be expended in one 
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place or on one piece of highway it would have built much more 
road. 

I had a car of asphalt come for this road and I now have 
it in stock, charged against this appropriation. Then I could 
see that it would take about $8,000.00 for machinery to do such 
work and the only way that I could see to get any road was to 
combine the three together and let them out at contract, which 
I did, but the appropriations were so scattered about that the 
bids were high and only two contractors would bid on the work. 

T recommend that $416.88 be appropriated and spent on the 
North Falmouth and Hatchville Road as the car of asphalt cost 
that amount and was taken from the pproprition of $8,000.00. 


East Falmouth and Hatchville Road. 


Appropriation—$3,000.00. Expended by contract with the 
North Falmouth and Hatehville and Davisville Road appropria- 
tions. 


Davisville Road: 


Appropriation—$2,000.00. Expended by contract with the 
North Falmouth and Hatchville and East Falmouth and Hatch- 
ville Roads. The lowest bidder was the Central Construction 
Co. of Boston. The other bidder was the firm of Thomas & 
Murphy of Middleboro. The bids were as follows: 


Central Construction Co., $11.65 per cubic yard. 
Murphy & Thomas, $12.25 per cubic yard, 


The contract was awarded to the Central Construction Co. _ 
Drainage: 


Proper drainage is what makes good roads more than any 
other one thing in road building. As the law is now, we have 
no right to drain on anyone’s land. If the owner can build a 
dike higher than the level of the road he can keep the water 
off. I have been instrumental in helping write a bill in. con- 
junction with the Mass. Highway Association of which I ama 
member, to have a law passed in the present Legislature to allow 
a Board of Selectmen to take land for drainage. 
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Snow: 


There was $1,500.00 appropriated for snow, which appro- 
priation has been exceeded to the amount of $1,755.88. This 
would naturally carry us over in total on all appropriations but 
by taking a little off of some of the other appropriations I have 
managed to get by without exceeding all appropriations. 


North Street, Woods Hole. 


Appropriation, $1,000.00; expended, $563.59. Would recom- 
mend the appropriation of $436.41 to finish the work as planned. 


Land Taking, Nobska Road. 


Appropriation, $600.00; expended, $213.20; unexpended, 
$386.80. Have been unable to get the blasting done at a time 
when the N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co., could take care of the wires. 
Would recommend that $228.18 of the unexpended balance be 
re-appropriated to finish the work. 


Steam Roller and Crusher: 


Committee appointed—Nathan S. Ellis, F. T. Lawrence, 
George E. F. Donkin. The committee has purchased the roller 
and crusher and in placing the crusher I found that it would be 
necessary to have new foundations for both crusher and boiler 
and a new house for the boiler. I have not crushed any stone 
with the crusher as I need about $200. in new belting and 
thought I would wait until next year. 


Orchard and High Streets: 


Appropriation—$500.00. Expended—$240.50. I recommend 
that $259.50 be appropriated to finish the work. 


Bridges: 


Bridge leading from West Falmouth Village to Chappoquoit 
is in rather dangerous condition and I am having plans made 
of a new bridge and estimate of cost of same. I shall also be 
able to give estimate on repairing the old bridge. I had thought 
I could carry it over next summer with light repairs and if 
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the Town would vote to build a new one or repair it thoroughly - 
it could be done next fall, the first of September and not inter- 
fere very much with traffic.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Highway Surveyor recommends that in making special 
appropriations for roads such as was made last year—$8,000.00 
for the North Falmouth and Hatchville Road; $3,000.00 for the 
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Hast Falmouth and Hatchville Road; $2,000.00 for the Davisville 
Road—that such appropriations be combined into one and ex- 
pended in one place. For instance, if the $13,000.00, total of 
those appropriations just mentioned, had been appropriated for 
one road we could have built much more road for the same 
amount of money. The Davisville Road, East Falmouth and 
Hatehville Road or North Falmouth and Hatchville Road could 
each stand an appropriation of such an amount. 

The Highway Surveyor recommends the relocation of the 
section of Quissett Avenue near the house formerly owned by 
’ Harry Nash to do away with the dangerous curve in the road 
and that the Town raise and appropriate Two Thousand ($2,000) 
Dollars for the work. 

I also recommend that the Town do away with the Golf 
Links Bridge, so-called, and raise and appropriate Five Hundred 
$500) Dollars to do the work. 

The sea wall in front of Terrace Gables at Falmouth Heights 
sets at the foot of the bank on Park property. The top of the 
bank caved a few years ago so that it has taken seven feet of 
the Town’s highway. This wall is in a very bad condition at 
the present time and in my best judgment should be protected 
by grout and rip rap to save the present wall and highway and 
an appropriation of $2,000 should be made for such a purpose 
at the coming Town Meeting.

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Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith present their annual report for the 
year 1916. 

We have to report that we have received several petitions 
for the layout of new roads as follows :— : 

From the Wild Harbor road to Megansett. Several roads 
in that part of Woods Hole called Ganset. Also from Hast Main 
Street to the northerly end of Scranton Avenue. The layouts 
and plans will be presented at the annual meeting for the accept- 
ance of the town. 

We have followed instructions given the board at the last 
annual meeting and have laid out and bounded with stone 
bounds, the Sandwich road (so-called) its entire length from 
Teaticket to the north end of Ashumet Pond. The Board has 
also re-located and laid out anew Wildwood Avenue in North 
Falmouth. 

We are glad to report that the suits against the town by 
Whalen & Sullivan have been dismissed. The suit by Joseph 
Abrahams has also been settled, leaving no suits or claims pend- 
ing against the town. 

The Board wishes to call the town’s attention to the exist- 
ing conditions of the Lockup. As it now exists it is in a very 
unsanitary condition. Everyone knows that a stone building, 
particularly in winter, is cold, damp and unfit to confine any 
person in. During the past year we have had the basement of 
the hall cemented, making it clean and dry. We submit that the 
proper thing for the town to do would be to purchase a steel 
cage and place it in the basement of the hall and do away with 
the present Lockup. Figures relative to cost of this change will 
be submitted at the annual meeting. We believe that the time 
has arrived when a change should be made. 

Another matter which we beg to call to the attention of 
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the town is the accumulation of the surplus on the cemetery 
deposits. We believe it is not generally understood or known 
that this surplus can never revert back to the depositor or his 
heirs, that it must remain in the bank or be used on the lots for 
which it was originally intended. Our attention has been called 
by cemetery agents to a number of lots having a surplus on 
deposit. The condition of these lots in our opinion might well 
have used up some of the accrued surplus and then would not 
have exceeded the depositors expectation of what he might or 
would get with the interest of his money. Cemetery agents, we 
find, are not inclined to do more than has formerly been 
done, without some special instructions from some one. We be- 
lieve that this surplus might well be expended on the grave of 
some other member of the same family who could not make a 
deposit. It being the prime object, as we understand it, to 
beautify cemeteries and private burial lots. We hope to see 
this matter taken up by relatives next season of persons who 
have a deposit and see that it is taken care of, if not in the way 
we have outlined, in some other. 

The contract with the Buzzards Bay Electric Company the 
past year has furnished current for 599 annual and 100 summer 
lamps. The service has been satisfactory. We wish to inform 
the public that whenever a street lamp fails, just call 5—3 on 
the telephone line; report where lamp is located and the super- 
intendent will immediately see that it is replaced. The habit of 
reporting the matter to the Selectmen is an erroneous one. Call 
the number given above and the company is only too glad to 
make a quick response. 

The experiment of trying out Traffic Officers in various parts 
of the town is best answered by results obtained. We believe 
that no explanation is necessary. The town will undoubtedly 
make provision for further service of this kind for the coming 
season.

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


Relative to Funds Deposited for the Care of Burial Grounds. 

Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
urer under the provision of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of in- 
vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding such deposits. 

See. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which 
they are to be applied. 

See, 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal thereof, designated by the depositors to be expended, 
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shall be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which 
they are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to 
in section 1. If in any year the income of such sums of money 
shall not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall 
make up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be 


responsible for keeping the principal intact.

Gentlemen :—Please accept Harbor Master’s report for year 
1916. 
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Have been to all of our Harbors several times and have 
seen that all our rules and regulations have been lived up to as 
far as possible. 

Have had the channel at West Falmouth harbor buoyed out, 
thereby making it navigable for strangers. Have located several 
moorings in the Town Harbors. Had the Town landings in the 
various harbors cleaned up. The one at Little Harbor has been 
graded and put into good shape. . 

Have removed several obstructions in several harbors, and 
have appeared before the Committee at the State House onseveral 
occasions asking for money to improve Waquoit Channel. The 
State gave us $12,000 and our Town $2,000. 

Mr. John R. Burke has the contract. and from what I have 
seen and heard there is already a great improvement to the outer 
Channel. This work is along experimental lines. 

If the Channel conditions are improved, I think we shall 
ask the State Port Commission to do some dredging on the 
inside. I have to report that all our Harbors and Town Land- 
ings are in good condition.

REPORT OF THE HERRING COMMITTEE. 


Falmouth, Mass., Dec. 30th, 1916. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We, herewith, respectfully submit the following report of 
the several Herring Rivers left under our supervision. We 
found the river at Hast Falmouth in a very poor condition with 
not water enough to allow the fish to pass to and from the pond, 
it was necessary for us to spend nearly $100 on this river alone. 
It has been unusually difficult in keeping the rivers in shape this 
past year owing to the extremely high winds and tides. The 
Trunk River, so-called, will need some extensive repairs as the 
wood work was nearly all carried away by the wind and tides. 

. In many instances the rivers are very narrow and shallow 
not having water enough for the fish to pass to and from the 
ponds. Your committee would recommend that $200 be appro- 
priated for the purpose of making the rivers deeper and wider 
where necessary; we are of the opinion that there has not been 
any money expended or work done on the rivers that run 
through the marshes and it is necessary that some improvements 
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be made, which will do away with the rivers becoming stopped 
so easily and especially keep the water from backing up onto 
the lawns and into the céllars of some of the residences that 
are located in this vicinity and furthermore, it would improve 
the fishing in these different ponds very materially.

Report of sub-committee on Coonnamessett river for the care 
of maintaining same from March 26, 1916, to July 1, 1916, $115.27. 

This includes the digging of a channel about 100 feet at 
the head of Great pond to let the herrings up. General care 
of house in East Falmouth: repairing screens, painting three 
windows, put in one sash, setting seven lights of glass, repairing 
old fish-way above the house. 

Hatchville herring house was in very bad condition; house 
papered on outside, entire new fish-way built inside; house re- 
posted, several loads of stone used to fill up bad washouts under 
and around the house. Piling driven on north side to protect 
house. One-half mile of the river from Hatcliville herring house 
to Coonnamessett pond was dug out the entire length; bushes 
mowed down on both sides; many places were filled up so badly 
not a drop of water was running by. Old flume at the mouth of 
pond was nothing but rotten wood. A lot of piling, all new, 
and several braces were put in to make it solid. 

All stock used was bought by W. S. Baker; paid for and a 
receipt taken for same. All bills turned in to Selectmen as 
vouchers. | 5 

Frederick S. Baker worked 4 days; Japhet Turner worked 
3 days; Wm. Gifford worked 2 days. These men were hired by 
me to work on river and herring houses. 

Above amount includes the entire cost of stock and labor on 
herring houses.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


Your board recommends the appropriation of $1,500 for 
the maintenance of parks and a special appropriation of $500 
for Woods Hole Park and that the balance of $69.50 from the 
Woods Hole Prk appropriation be re-appropriated. We shall 
insert in the town warrant an article relative to Woods Hole 
Park asking for this. 

The question of obtaining suitable material to be used for 
filling at Woods Hole Park is a serious one and we recommend 
that the east side of the park be taken to obtain some material. 
Three sets of plans have been made and one of the plans as 
drawn by Alfred Wheeler seems to us to be acceptable. 

From out our appropriation this year, we propose to light 
Hewins Park, so-called, during the summer months. 

We recognize that the board walk at the Heights is an 
attraction and we shall ask the town at the annual town meet- 
ing for the sum of $1,000 to be used in making a walk of tar, 
gravel or some other suitable material, the present walk to be 
repaired by taking up from present walk material to do go. 

We recommend that no more money be spent for wooden 
walk, believing that it is too expensive and should be substituted 
by other material. 

The sea wall in front of Terrace Gables and west of the same, 
needs prompt attention. The highway is being encroached upon 
and the Surveyor of Highways will recommend an appropriation 
of $2,000 to protect this wall. We trust that the town will 
recognize the fact that if this is not done the money that has 
been expended on the bluff for terracing and constructing this 
wall will be a loss to the town—more than the expenditure of 
the money asked for.

The seventeenth annual report of the Tree Warden including 
work on the Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths for the year ending 
December 31st, 1916, is herewith submitted. 


Trees. 


Have added 144 new trees in the villages of Woods Hole, 
West and North Falmouth, East Falmouth and Waquoit. 

Owing to the favorable season they have all made a good 
growth. 


Tent Caterpillars. 


We have had very little trouble from the Tent Caterpillars 
as they were scarce. 


Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 


The Brown-Tail moth has given little trouble this year, there 
being a very few nests. 

The Gypsy Moth seems to be on the gain, as the whole town 
is infested. The inlands being so badly infested with them they 
are coming to the highways. 

I believe by careful spraying, creosoting and roadside thin- 
ning, that we can save the trees on our highways. 

There has been several miles of roadside thinning and burn- 
ing done the past year. ; 

Some of the land owners co-operated with the Moth Super- 
intendent in this work. 

It was a very poor spraying season as we had such frequent 
rains, 
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I bought a one-horse spraying outfit which did excellent 
work in addition to the work of the large sprayer. 

It was paid for out of my moth appropriation. 

It will be well, in the near future, for all cranberry bog 
owners to pay special attention to their bogs, as the Gypsy Moth 
is death to the vines. 

The best remedy for this is cutting and burning from 100 
to 200 feet back on the uplands and spraying the bogs that are 
infested in the month of June with Arsenate of Lead.

DIED ELSEWHERE AND BURIED IN FALMOUTH. 
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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Wacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town.

Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 38383.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
‘celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
‘the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—<Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
‘bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
pills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen ghall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 80th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen.

ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any. board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder ; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth: 


We herewith present the annual report of the public schools 
of the town as prepared by the Superintendent. 

As a preface to the Superintendent’s report, we will say that 
on account of the failure of the crops during the past season and 
the urgent call for labor in the cities many families from the 
eastern section of our town have moved away temporarily, thus 
relieving the congested condition in some of our schools, particu- 
larly East Falmouth and Pine Ridge. Nevertheless the argument 
as presented to the town last year for a new building at East 
Falmouth, still holds good; more especially as extensive repairs 
will be required to be made on the old building to provide proper 
ventilation and heat and sanitary conveniences. 

Your committee is unanimous in the opinion that from an 
economic standpoint as well as for the best educational advan- 
tages of the children a new building should be erected, even 
though we made it a four-room building constructed in such a 
way that other rooms may be added as needed. 

In Hatchville, owing to several new families moving into 
the neighborhood, thus increasing the number of children of 
school age, it has seemed desirable to your committee to reopen 
the Hatchville school. 

At Teaticket we are facing a serious condition. There are 
now more scholars than can be accommodated in the one room; 
an assistant is employed now, but as the number of pupils is 
likely to still further increase, we feel that other arrangements 
should be considered. We therefore recommend that a portable 
school house be erected in such locality as the committee may 
decide. Such a building (which meets the requirements of the 
State) may be moved to other locations as conditions change. 

Another matter to which we should refer is that of the 
School Nurse. At the beginning of the school year the Falmouth 
Nursing Association offered to the committee the services of the 
District Nurse for the schools of the town. The idea met the 
approval of the school physician and the offer was accepted. 
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Accordingly Miss Elliott-Smith, the nurse, working under the 
direction of Dr. Jones, has been visiting the various schools, 
making physical examinations and giving short talks on subjects 
pertaining to health and hygiene. A more detailed account of her 
work will be found in the report of the school physician. She is 
doing her work faithfully and efficiently and is in a position to 
do good service to the schools. There has been no charge made 
for her work so far, but the committee recommends that a suit- 
able recompense be allowed her for the coming year. 

The Superintendent refers to our present transportation 
system. It is true that we are paying more for the transporta- 
tion of our pupils than ever before, but we believe that the in- 
crease in efficiency more than compensate for this. It may be 
of interest to the public to know that at a recent conference of 
school officials the representative of the State Board of Education 
announced that Falmouth has one of the most, if not the most 
efficient system for rural school transportation in the State.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee :— 


I submit herewith the thirty-fifth annual report of the Fal- 
mouth Public Schools. This report is made first of all for the 
information and guidance of the the school officials in determin- 
ing the policies that should be carried into effect during the 
new year. In order that these policies may be formulated wisely 
with reference to the most urgent needs of the schools, there is 
presented a brief review of the work of the year. set forth in 
some detail; a survey of the situation in its general educational 
aspects in comparison with phases of general practices that show 
the trend of educational thought and progress; and conclusions 
which have been reached and embodied in specific recommend- 
ations. 

In the second place this report will endeavor to give its 
message directly to the citizens of the town who read it, and is 
designed as a primer of information. In a large measure the 
efficiency of a public school system is measured by the intelligent 
interest of the individuals who make up the public. This report 
should provide one of the several possible avenues of approach 
to an understanding of the local school situation that may well 
serve as a basis for well-considered, intelligent cooperation and 
support on the part of citizens. 

In the third place, the material presented herein is for the 
information of the State Board of Education and is a report to 
the State of the doings of the local Department of Education as 
required by statute. In addition this material may be used for 
study and comparison by local departments of education in the 
various towns of the state where similiar problems are found. 
If the ends which the foregoing seek shall be secured, this report 
will have justified the time and labor spent in its preparation. 


TEACHERS. Everyone probably realizes that success in educa- 
tion, viewed from any standpoint whatever, can 
be secured by good teaching, and only by good teaching. Every 
policy of administration, every course of study, and every dollar 
spent for equipment or modern buildings becomes effective only 
as there is developed a cohesive teaching corps of high ability 
and efficiency. The problem of securing and retaining good 
teachers is the most serious that faces administrative officers in 
any school system, but particularly is this true of those towns 
somewhat removed from the large centers of population. In all 
such situations the great outstanding obstacle in the path of 
success is often the absolute impossibility, of securing and 
retaining teachers of the first order of excellence. In competing 
with large towns for teaching service the smaller towns are at 
a disadvantage not only because of geographical location which 
removes teachers from easy access to educational meetings, 
lectures and concerts, but these towns are usually unable to pay 
salaries that might prove a counter attraction. Again the smaller 
towns, with scattered, small schools, must suffer an organization 
which makes necessary three or more grades in a single room. 
Experience has shown that teachers will accept those positions— 
other factors being equal—where there are fewest grades in a 
given room. It is also probably true that, in the past, teaching 
tenure has been less certain in the smaller towns than elsewhere. 
Too much emphasis can not be put upon this phase of the prob- 
lem of public school administration in this state. The smaller 
towns face an almost insurmountable obstacle at the very outset 
in any effort looking toward increased efficiency in teaching. 
Falmouth has been able to meet this tremendous difficulty 
with a measure of success through its ability to pay salaries 
which average somewhat higher than the majority of towns in 
the county. This advantage is, however, partially nullified by 
the exceptionally high prices which teachers pay for board and 
room. A teacher receiving the minimum salary of $12 per week 
will have available, after paying room rental and board, the 
sum of $3.50 per week, or a total of $133 for the year. From 
this she must pay for such incidentals as clothing, carfare, 
books and magazines for self improvement, church support, etc., 
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pay board through the long summer vacation, and from the 
balance of which she is supposed to save to secure a competency 
for old age! In the light of this situation it would seem neces- — 
sary to modify the present scale of salaries for elementary school 
teachers by raising the minimum salary. An increase of two 
dollars per week would make a net income of only $209 on the 
basis of the foregoing computations and would represent a mini- 
mum salary for beginning teachers that no one would deem 
excessive. Action looking toward the changes, as herein sug- 
gested, is hereby recommended. 

The requirements which candidates for teaching positions 
must meet have been made as exacting as local conditions permit. 
While it is impossible for the local school system to compete 
with the larger communities in securing the best teaching 
material, it has nevertheless been possible to secure good 
teachers by careful selection of the available candidates. It has 
also been possible to insist that prospective teachers should be 
equipped with the education and training which the Normal 
schools require in their graduates. As a result the teaching 
corps has shown steady and consistent improvement and needs 
principally to be made more stable if that can be done. It is 
more than probable that increases of salaries to amounts which 
reasonably represent the ability of the Town to pay would act 
more powerfully as a stabilizing agency than anything else. This 
point deserves more than passing consideration when it is re- 
membered that for several years the number of changes in the 
teaching force amount annually to about one-fourth of the whole. 
The greatest need, from the point of view of instruction, is for 
a change that will make possible the retention of teachers for 
longer periods than heretofore. This need can be met to a cer- 
tain degree by such salary increases as a study of the situation 
would show that the town can well afford. 

The changes in the teaching force are not so many as re- 
corded last year but are still measured by numbers far too large.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. The school buildings throughout the 
town have been put in good serviceable 
condition. It has been the policy if the School Committee for 
years to keep the buildings in a state of thorough repair and this 
policy has been continued through the year. Before making up 
their estimates for repairs the Committee as a body have visited 
each building and made careful personal inspection supplement- 
ed by reports from principals and Superintendent. The result 
of this careful systematic study has been that needed repairs and 
alterations have all been noted and effected without delay. 
It should not be understood, however, from the foregoing 
that all the buildings in town are satisfactory from the point of 
view of efficient administration or efficient instruction. That is

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to say the present buildings are not all located where they should 
be nor does the plan of construction allow for necessary organiz- 
ation for efficient instruction. 

The accompanying table shows that in several of the smaller 
buildings we still have bad lighting, poorly arranged class rooms, 
inadequate heating and ventilation, that in two of the buildings 
where there is town water available we still have the’ out-door 
dry closets. Too little care has been given to the laying out 
or care of grounds. A small one-room school is necessarily 
deprived of so much that makes school attractive and of value 
to the child that every effort should be made to supply those 
things which the small school may have. Among these, attrac- 
tive grounds are of first importance. A comprehensive scheme 
should be worked out that would provide for each building walks 
properly laid out, shrubbery and flower beds. All this could be 
provided on a scale modest enough to keep the cost within 
reasonable bounds. I believe that a beginning should be made 
on a general scheme for improving school grounds. Pupils can 
and will do much, and should be encouraged to do much, and to 
take a personal interest in well kept and attractive surroundings 
both inside and outside the building, but all effort along this 
line should be in accordance with a well considered plan of 
action adopted by the school officials and supported financially 
by necessary appropriations.

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The building at East Falmouth should be replaced by a 
new structure. It is not properly designed to lend itself readily 
to alterations that might, in a measure, relieve conditions that 
are exceedingly bad. The building is improperly lighted having 
two rooms with cross lights; inadequately heated with a hot air 
furnace which is placed in a corridor that is used for a cloak 
room. One room can not be ventilated and the others only 
partially. There is no provision or room for classes in such 
subjects as cooking, sewing,-manual training, etc. There is no 
basement. In architecture the building is simply a patch work 
of ells and gables. 

Last year the School Committee recommended the construc- 
tion of a central building at East Falmouth to accommodate the 
school children of a section embraced by a circle with a radius 
of three to four miles from the proposed site. This plan was 
submitted to Mr. F. G. Wadsworth, agent of the State Board of 
Education for rural schools, with a request for a report. Mr. 
Wadsworth visited East Falmouth and the surrounding schools 
and studied the situation at first hand. In his report he approved 
the plan of the School Committee and based his approval not so 
much on the question of expected increases in enrollment as upon 
the evident and urgent need for better accommodations for those 
pupils already in school. The building, constructed according 
to plans submitted to the School Committee, can be erected for 
the sum of $30,000. This sum is not an estimate but a bona fide 
bid already submitted from a contractor of reliable standing. 
This sum then represents the amount actually needed to carry 
the building to completion. 

I desire to urge the construction of a new school at East 
Falmouth as a part of a well considered plan for consolidating 
small schools and as a necessary measure to provide school ac- 
commodations for this section that shall no longer be a disgrace 
to a progressive community. Abnormal industrial conditions in 
the manufacturing centers of the state and near-by states with 
the great demand for labor and the high wages paid have drawn 
slightly upon our own industrial population and a few families 
have gone away for the winter. This has caused a temporary 
decrease in the membershinp of the East Falmouth section over 
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that of one year ago. At this same time there is shown a marked 
increase in the enrollment at Teaticket, (Oct. 1916) over the 
corresponding period for 1915. 

Under the plan of consolidation proposed the owerflow at 
Teaticket would be accommodated at East Falmouth, the Davis- 
ville School closed and pupils sent to East Falmouth, the Pine 
Ridge, Hatchville, and Waquoit schools maintained as Primary 
schools having only the first four grades. This plan is sound 
from the standpoint of present day school administration and is 
supported in principle by the almost unanimous approval of State 
Department of Education in every state in the Union. The prin- 
cipal advantages to be expected from the plan I quote from Mr. 
Wadsworth’s report. 

‘‘The plan as outlined by the school committee for the im- 
provement of the school organization of this district is favored 
by me for the following specific reasons: 

1. The erection of a new six-room building with an assembly 
hall at East Falmouth will make possible 

(a) An efficient organization of the schools. 

(b) Increased educational advantages for the children by 
1) Improvement of teaching service. 

(2) Increasing recitation time per pupil. 

3) Enlarging the opportunity for social training. 

(4) Increasing number of pupils per grade, thus stimu- 

lating study. 

5) Making possible the developments of manual train- 

ing, and domestic science courses. 

6) Providing opportunity for school garden work. 
(7) Providing opportunity for development of organized 

play. 

(c) The organization of courses of study to meet the needs 
of the children of the community; as, for example, in that Hast 
Falmouth is an agricultural community, special emphasis could 
be placed upon instruction in those forms of agriculture best 
suited to the needs of the community. 

A school of the type recommended would contribute directly 
toward the improvement of the entire community; would be a 
source of pride to the community; and will add inestimable value 
to the social and economical welfare of the town. 
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Note: If a new building is erected, the construction should 
be such as to make possible the addition of extra rooms as the 
population increases.”’ 


HOME GARDENS. During the early months of 1916, plans 

were formulated for encouraging and 
directing the efforts of pupils in preparing and caring for gardens 
at home during the summer following. So much interest was 
manifested by the pupils and so many (70) desired to take up 
the work that the School Committee authorized the employment 
of an Inspector of Home Gardens and appointed Mr. George W. 
Howland to do this work. The local Board of Trade also offered 
prizes for superior attainment. 

The value of Home Garden work is educational in a very 
practical way. Children not only gain a great deal of useful 
information, but they are compelled also to do a considerable 
amount of original thinking and because the interest is spon- 
taneous the thinking is thorough. 

The report of the Inspector of Home Gardens gives an idea 
of the scope of this work and the interest which it aroused. 
One result that had not altogether been anticipated is 
the conviction that there is need and a place for an agriculural 
department in the High school. Particularly in view of the fact 
that an agricultural project on a large scale is in process of 
development in town, and also because the chief industry of the 
town is agriculture, it seems timely to suggest a consideration 
of this matter at the present time. 


COSTS. For the school year ending June 30, 1916, the schools 

cost for support $46,324.48. The average membership 
in all schools for the same period was 705. This gives an average 
cost per pupil for support, based on the average membership, of 
$65.63. In 1914-15 (from the latest state report issued) Brookline 
spent $66.15 per pupil in average membership and ranked twenty- 
fifth among the three hundred and fifty-three cities and towns 
of the state in expense per pupil, or there were in 1914-15 
twenty-five towns that spent more per pupil in average member- 
ship for support of schools than did Falmouth in 1915-16. 
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Again in 1916 the valuation of Falmouth was $20,536,415, 
For each $1000 of valuation there was expended for support of 
schools, during the school year 1915-16, $2.27. In 1914-15 the 
town that spent an amount nearest to this was Brookline with 
an expenditure of $2.19 ranking 342 among the cities and towns 
of the State. Falmouth ranked 348. In 1914-15 only ten towns 
in the state spent less in proportion to their valuation than did 
Falmouth. 

Again in 1914-15 only fifteen towns and cities in Massachu- 
setts had a lower tax rate than had Falmouth yet twenty-five 
spent more in cost per pupil in average membership. 

The present valuation of the town per pupil in average 
membership is $29,130. In 1914-15 only six towns and cities 
had a higher valuation than this. It is apparent from the above 
that Falmouth, on the basis of present valuation, is able to expend 
for schools per pupil in average membership more ‘than are 
nearly 347 of the 353 cities and towns of the entire state. In 
1914-15 there were twenty-five towns that expended more and 
only six towns better able to expend more. In expenditure per 
pupil for support of schools per each $1000 of valuation 342 
towns expended more than Falmouth, and only ten expended less 
in 1914-15. In actual expenditure for support Falmouth ranks 
among the first twenty-five towns of the state but its expendi- 
ures ranked upon its ability to pay places it at the other end 
of the list.

PROMOTION AND An examination of the age-grade table 
RETARDATION. found in the appendix of this report shows 

that the total membership of all grades 
during the year was 810. Of this number 96 withdrew from 
school before the end of the school year. Fifty-eight or about 
7 per cent. of the total enrollment failed of promotion and of this 
number over half were in the first grade. The non-promotions 
of this grade are due principally to immaturity of pupils. 
Another fact shown by the table is the number of pupils of 
different ages in the schools. The most noticeable thing about 
these totals is their variability. This table also shows the mem- 
bership by grades and the school mortality in each—highest in 
Grade I and next highest in Grade IV. Of the 810 pupils enrolled 
235 were one or more years over age for their grade and 71 under 
age. Five hundred and four were of normal age for the grade 
where they were enrolled. 


TRANSPORTATION. The transportation service has never been 

go satisfactory as during the year just 
closed. As indicated in the report of last year the various trans- 
portation routes were provided with large motor omnibusses, 
running on schedule time. Although the winter was the severest 
for several years there never was so few interruptions of the 
transportation service as during the year. The transpotation 
transportation service as during the year.

SUPPLEMENTARY. The statistics for this report and the dis- 

cussion based thereon are for the school 
year ending June 1916. Since September 1916 there have been 
some matters of interest to report and brief mention is hereby 
made. Complete discussion of the following is reserved for the 
school report of 1917. 

The opening of schools which had been scheduled for Sep- 
tember 11, 1916, was postponed until October 2, by order of 
the Board of Health ag a precautionary measure against the 
threat of an epidemic of Infantile Paralysis then prevalent in 
many sections of the state. The late opening will have the effect 
of shortening the length of the school year by two weeks. 

In November 1916 Evening Schools for foreigners were opened 
at East Falmouth and Falmouth. The enrollment at East Fal- 
mouth is 30 and necessitates the employment of two teachers. 
At Falmouth the enrollment is 14 with one teacher. A large 
percent of the pupils are illiterate in both English and their 
native tongue. 

Through the courtesy of the management of the Falmouth 
District Nursing Association the schools have had the services 
of the district nurse since the opening of the year in October. 
The school physician reports on the value of the work she has 
done. In supplementing the work of medical inspection and in 
follow-up activities in the home the work a nurse can do and 
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which the district nurse has done, is indispensable to any scheme 
for efficient health protection in the schools. 


CONCLUSION. In concluding this report I wish to extend to 

parents an invitation to become better acquaint- 
ed, by more frequent visits, with the work the schools are doing. 
Parents probably have a duty in this matter which may become 
increasingly pleasant and profitable to themselves, to pupils and 
to teachers, in direct proportion to the faithfulness with which 
it is performed. The cordial good will and confidence of mem- 
bers of the School Committee, the unstinted and loyal efforts 
of teachers to assist in every way possible, have combined to 
inject into the administration of the schools a spirit of good 
fellowship and cooperation that has made tasks seem light which 
otherwise would have been heavy burdens, and insured to the 
management of the schools the greatest measure of success pos- 
sible with the given conditions.

Report of the Principal of Lawrence High School. 
Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 
I am pleased to submit the following as my annual report. 


Attendance. 


The enrollment in September, 1916, was about One Hundred 
and Twenty pupils. For the whole year the attendance has 
maintained its usual level of about ninety-five per cent. Though 
‘this is good there is still room for improvement, particularly in 
‘the cases of those pupils who work in the local stores. 


Athletics. 


During the year we have had the usual teams in Basket

Ball and Base Ball, but owing to the prevalence of Infantile 
Paralysis in the state it was thought best by the Board of 
Health not to have any Foot Ball games. At the County Fair 
the school was represented in Base Ball. I am looking forward. 
to the time when in some way all of the pupils may have some 
part in athletics. If it may not be by voluntary enrollment on 
some team, then I should favor some form of compulsory exer- 
cise, preferably games. The upbuilding of the bodies of the 
pupils I consider as important as any other line of school 
endeavor. 


Building and Grounds. 


During the year electric lights have been installed by Mr. 
Sumner C. Burgess in all the rooms not previously lighted, and 
we are exceedingly pleased with the improvement. On cloudy 
days the blackboards are now available for use whereas formerly 
on such days the writing on them could not be seen distinctly 
without great eye strain. 

During the late summer one-half of the athletic field was. 
finely graded and seeded down by Mr. H. V. Lawrence so that 
it will doubtless furnish us with a fast ball diamond. 

A ecashier’s desk has been placed in the bookkeeping depart- 
ment where it is proving a great convenience. 


College Entrance Certificate Privilege. 


The school still retains its full privilege in this respect. 
And in thig connection I may say that it was with a great deal 
of pleasure that the faculty noted this summer that a member 
of the Junior Class, Master Carl E. Anderson, was able by some 
home work during the summer to be admitted to the Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute, partly on certificate, and partly by 
examination. The young man should be congratulated for his 
ambition, the town for a school that enables a pupil to do this, 
and the college for the broadness of opportunity offered to the 
ambitious boy. 


Co-operation. 


I wish to thank the parents who have co-operated with the 
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faculty in the past year, and thus improved the work the 
school could do. We should like during the coming year to see 
each parent at least once at the school. 


Current Events. 


In October over fifty of the pupils subscribed for a little 
paper called ‘‘Current Events,’’ so that they might be able to 
keep up with the times and talk intelligently on the principal 
events of the day. The paper is a weekly, price forty cents, 
whose publishers should be addressed, Current Events, Spring- 
field, Mass. I cannot too highly recommend it to young or old. 
A recent issue contained articles on—‘The Electoral Votes,’’ 
‘“The Next Congress,’’ ‘‘The President on War and Trade,’’ 
““Mr. Hughes states his Policy,’ ‘‘Prices of Wheat and Flour,’’ 
“The Trade Union of Allies shuts out the United States,’’ 
“‘Farm Machinery for France,’’ ‘‘Unlawful U-boat war is not to 
be resumed,’’ ete. 


Drawing. 


The courses in drawing are elected by a much smaller 
number of pupils than their value warrants. Everybody should 
be able to draw fairly well freehand, and a knowledge of the 
principles of mechanical drawing is very often useful. So these 
courses given by Mrs. Luce should increase in size. In addition 
I may say that much mechanical drawing is given to the boys 
in the manual arts department. 


Equipment. 


The history department has had two large charts added 
to its equipment during the year, one of the United States and 
the other on Mediaeval and Modern history and sets of Ivanhoe 
Note books for all of the history courses. To the general library 
has been added an eight-volume edition of the New Nature 

Library, a very complete and accurate work. The French de- 
partment has been provided with a daily French newspaper, 
L’ Independent, published in New Bedford. In our commercial 
department two Remington typewriters have been replaced by 
two Underwood machines of the latest model. 
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Exhibition of School Work. 


Last May we held an exhibition of the school work which 
was viewed by a goodly number of people. I wonder if we are 
getting so old that we cannot remember how much it meant to 
have father or mother or better both come to school to see 
what we could do on exhibition day. Let me urge upon you 
now as you read to determine to come to the next exhibition; 
if not for your own instruction and pleasure, then for the 
inspiration it will give pupils. A good workman is worthy of 
recognition. 

Eye and Ear Tests. 


In accordance with the state laws each pupil in the school 
was submitted to a careful test both of hearing and sight. There 
were several who needed immediate attention of physicians or 
specialists, and their parents were notified of the need. Usually 
a decided improvement in the daily work and general bearing 
of those reported who received attention was noticed. Parents 
are urged to realize the importance of prompt attention to any 
trouble with either the eyes or ears of their children to prevent 
any permanent injury to the child’s health and success. 


General Improvements. 


At graduation the class of nineteen hundred and sixteen 
gave to the school a large cast, a portion of the frieze from the 
Parthenon, which has been placed at the head of the stairs in 
the upper corridor. It is a pleasure to see this spirit of thought- 
fulness exhibited by a class as it departs. 

From the money of the School Improvement Society a rug, 
couch cover, two chairs and a table were purchased for the 
teachers’ room and a chair for the principal’s office. 

Another much needed improvement has been the coating 
with tarvia of the roadway at the rear of the building. The 
walks also have been improved by a covering of fine stone. 


Graduation. 


For the first time in the history of the High School a 
speaker from out of town was the central figure in the graduat- 
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ing exercises and also for the first time the entire class appeared 
in neat gray caps and gowns. Both of these features seemed 
to be pleasing innovations, and I hope that they will be con- 
tinued. The class also has the distinction of being the largest 
class ever graduated from the High school ag it consisted of 
thirty-two members. Of that number eight have entered higher 
institutions of learning. 


Massachusetts High School Athletic Association. 


During the year a large group of the High school principals | 
of the state formed an Association whose purpose as stated in 
the constitution is ‘‘to secure uniform regulation and control of 
interschool athletics throughout the state of Massachusetts.’’? At 
present about one-half of the high schools are members, ours 
being one. The rules govern such points for eligibility to repre- 
sent a school as scholarship, attendance, age, sportmanship 
(clean playing), physical fitness, and parents’ consent. I believe 
it is a long step in advance towards clean sport. 


Music. 


The school chorus has worked very successfully this year 
and in the spring gave an operatta, the ‘‘Contest of the Nations’’, 
in an exceedingly pleasing manner. The able director, Mr. 
George J. Abbott, assisted by Miss Florine M. Parker, and other 
members of the faculty, are to be congratulated on the results 
of their painstaking efforts. In chorus work we find that every- 
one can sing to some extent. I remember seeing one of the last 
class sing his class song very ardently though he had declared 
for four years he could not sing at all, and had done his best 
to prove it. 


School Motto. 


During my attendance at the Summer Sessions of the 
Hyannis Normal School this last summer I found that a great 
many of the school principals had a different motto for their 
school for each school year. As the idea appealed to me I 
suggested to our faculty that we adopt a word towards which 
we could focus the year’s work. ‘‘THINK’’ was almost at once 
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suggested and adopted. An educated person is known above 
all things for his ability to think. The education does not con- 
sist of the number of problems done in physics, the number of 
books read in Virgil, the rate of writing on a typewriter, or the 
number of joints one knows in carpentry. Rather it consists 
in the ability to think; to assimilate the material used in educat- 
ing until the mind is developed into a thinking machine of a high 
order. It is the same as with the food, not the amount eaten, 
but the amount digested, is what builds up the body. ‘‘Think 
about it.’’ 


School Orchestra. 


The school orchestra furnished some numbers on the program 
of the Alumni concert, and also for the ‘‘Medal Contest’’ conduct- 
ed by the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, November 
twenty-first, nineteen hundred aud sixteen. Under the efficient 
leadership of Mr. Thomas Cole, who has kindly consented to 
spend some time drilling them, the members of the orchestra 
are confident of having a successful year.

Student Government. 


The participation of the students of the High School in the 
government of the building is accomplished in a small degree 
by allowing the students to have charge of the building at the 
noon recess. a 

The Student Committee consists of a permanent body of 
students chosen from the upper classes. At present it consists 
of nine members. Hach week there are three members of this 
committee who are in the upper building from 12.30 P. M. until 
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one of the faculty takes charge at 1.15 P. M. One of the three 
in charge is at the main room desk while the others are substi- 
tutes and are expected to oversee the rest of the building. There 
is also another student appointed to take charge of the main 
entrance to whom each entering student gives his name and the 
room to which he intends to go. 

The main room is under nearly the same discipline as when 
school is in session. The student body feels that each student 
should have the opportunity to study if he chooses and conse- 
quently anyone who attempts to hinder his progress is refused 
the use of the building. There are certain rules formulated by 
the committee which are posted in the main room and these are 
expected to be followed. 

The rules of the Committee: 

1. Students are not to enter the main room or any other 
room until 12.30 P. M. 

2. A student may enter the building but once during the 
noon hour as unnecessary walking causes a disturbance. 

3. Students are not to study together anywhere in the 
building. 

4. Students wishing to communicate with one another are 
requested to get permission from the student in charge. 

5. Any student disobeying will have one warning. If a 
second offense occurs the student will be refused the use of the 
upper building during the noon hour for two weeks. 

6. If a student disobeys after being dismissed for two 
weeks from the building that student loses the privilege of 
using any of the rooms for study during the remainder of the 
school year. 

7. Any student refused the use of the building for study is 
under no circumstances to enter except to make up work at the 
teachers’ request. 

8. Standing and talking in the corridor is strictly forbidden 
as all noise is audible in the study hall and in the office. 

9. Students who do not care to study are requested to 
remain out and not hinder others in their work. 

10. Students are not to enter by side doors until 1.15 P. M. 
even if they are open. 
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11. When entering the main floor please give your name 
and to what room you are going. 

12. The student committee has full jurisdiction from 12.30 
P. M. until 1.15 P. M. and feel that its duty is to enforce the 
above rules. 

13. Students are not to leave their seats without per- 
mission. There is to be only one student at the pencil sharpener. 


Summer School. 


It was my privilege this summer to spend five very helpful 
weeks at the summer school held in connection with the State 
Normal School at Hyannis. Through contact with about two 
hundred and thirty-five teachers from many states and with the 
school instructors who were drawn from different states east of 
the Mississippi river, I received much inspiration. I wish that 
some of our teachers could attend another year, for I feel sure 
that the system would benefit very greatly from the widening 
that would result. 


Teaching Corps. 


The only change in the High School faculty during the year 
was in the Manual Training Department. Mr. Lewis D. Whiting 
took charge of that course in October, 1916, replacing Mr. H. 
H. Coburn who had accepted a similar position in Wellesley, 
Mass. A permanent teaching force is a valuable asset, and when 
there are such cordial relations as exist bewteen the faculty 
members the value is thereby much more increased. The present 
personnel of the faculty with their departments follows:

and offers training in the expression of ideas. Five issues were 
published last year, one of which, the ‘‘Boom Falmouth’’ number, 
was eminently successful. The paper has been enlarged, cuts 
and drawings have been added and improvements have been 
made in each issue. Great credit is due to the former Business 
Manager, Master William P. Kelley, for the success of the pub- 
lication. The Board of Editors for 1916-17 have published a 
Christmas number of ‘‘The Voice’’ which contained a prize story. 
There will be but two other issues owing to the shortness of the 
school year. 


Timely Talks. 


Believing that the pupils should have as wide an outlook on 
life as possible we have begun this year to invite some of the 
leading citizens and also out-of-town visitors who might have 
something of interest to say, to address the school usually on 
Friday afternoons from three-ten to three-thirty o’clock. So far 
we have had the pleasure of listening to Mr. George . W. 
Jones on ‘‘Insurance;’’ Mr. Riemer, Instructor of Economies, 
Shanghai University, Shanghai, China, on ‘‘The Filipinos;’’ Rev. 
Charles Landers on ‘‘Total Abstinence ;’’ and Mr. Charles Gould 
on ‘‘Our State Agricultural College.’? And we are looking for- 
ward to talks by many others. You are invited to come and 
hear these with us as we find them well worth listening to, 

In conclusion I wish to express on behalf of the faculty our 
sincere appreciation. of the pleasant and helpful relations that 
have existed between yourself and ourselves and also desire that 
you express to the committee our recognition of their continual 
interest in the school.

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Report of the Domestic Science Department. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

The aim of the Domestic Science department this year, as 
last, has “been to teach the girls the simple fundamental prin- 
ciples of cooking and sewing. It is not possible in the allotted 
time to make skilled cooks or dressmakers, but it is possible 
to lay such a good foundation that, with practice, the girls can 
take any reliable cooking formula and work it out unaided, 
detect errors in proportions and make new combinations; or cut 
a garment by a pattern, altered if necessary, and put the pieces 
together to make a well-fitting and attractive article of clothing. 

The course in cooking begins with the eighth grade. The 
pupils come to the high school building and work in the cooking 
laboratory. The use and care of utensils and methods of 
measuring are taught first. Then cooking from simple recipes 
is begun, teaching the pupils how to combine different ingred- 
ients. 

The work is continued in the first two years of the High 
school courses,—two forty minute periods, twice a week, being 
given to it. The composition and nutritive value of the five 
classes of foods ig studied by means of chemical analysis and 
the foods belonging to each class determined, so that, in the 
making out of menus, well balanced meals may be planned. For 
example: 

Chicken Soup 
Roast Beef ' Quince Jelly 
Mashed Potatoes Creamed Parsnips 
Rice Pudding 
is a much better combination than 
Chicken Soup 
Roast Beef Quince Jelly 
Mashed Potatoes Creamed Parsnips 
Mince Pie 
for roast beef and mince pie are both protein foods and both 
high in nutritive value, while rice pudding belongs to the car- — 
bohydrate group and is not as high in nutritive value. 
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The cost of each recipe is reckoned, that the pupil may 
select nutritive but inexpensive dishes. The canning of vege- 
tables and their value as a part of the winter diet are taken up. 

Last year some work in serving was done, the following 
method being used. One pupil acted as hostess, one as maid, and 
one as cook. The hostess and the cook made out the menu, 
selecting from such dishes as the class had previously had ex- 
perience in making. The cook, assisted by her helpers, was 
responsible for the preparation of the meal; and the maid for the 
arrangement of the table and serving of the meal. Four persons 
were served. The department is greatly hampered in this part 
of the work, which certainly is very essential to the training of 
every girl, by lack of the necessary dishes, table linen, and 
silver ware. It is to be hoped that by another year this neces- 
sary equipment may be added. 

Sewing is begun in the sixth grade and it is certainly a 
pleasure to work with these little folks, they are so interested and 
so eager to learn. The handling of the implements and material 
come first. Then the different stitches are learned on canvas 
and applied to such articles as sewing bags, pin cases and holders. 
Last year each girl dressed a doll. The seventh grade girls cut 
and made the cooking aprons, caps, holders, and hand towels 
which they will use the next year in cooking. The eighth grade 
girls make such simple garments as nightgowns and petticoats. 

Work on the sewing machine is begun the first year in High 
school, though much practice in hand work is still given. The 
girls learn the use of patterns and how to alter them. Various 
articles of underwear are made, and different methods of darning 
are taught. In the second year dresses, smocks, and skirts are 
made. In the weeks just before Christmas some time is given to 
the making of gifts. 

Last May a public exhibition of the work in sewing and 
cooking was given at the High school building. It was a source 
of satisfaction and inspiration to the girls to see their work 
together and so of value to them, as well as of interest to the 
many parents and friends who visited the school at this time.

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Report of the Supervisor of Manual Training. 
Mr, Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

The problem of education is industrial as well as academic. 
Of the millions of bread-winners in this country, the great ma- 
jority must work with their hands. Education must, therefore, 
exalt the dignity of labor; it must teach habits of industry; it 
must give ability to apply one’s self to the problem in hand; it 
must meet the demand for accurate, skillful work. 

The main thing in education is to teach the boy or girl how 
to use the head and hand when attacking a problem and how to 
carry the problem to a successful solution. Intelligent attack, 
orderly procedure, skillful execution, honest work, the ability 
to do things—these are the qualities that belong to real education. 


Mechanical Drawing, 


First year Mechanical Drawing was given on Wednesday 
and Thursday of each week. It began with general instruction 
on the use of instruments, and was followed by a few plates on 
Geometrical Problems. Under the head of Orthographic Pro- 
jection two plates showing twelve different solid-prisms were 
drawn. Three plates on development, two plates on Isometric 
Projection, and one of Conie Sections were also attempted. 

Advanced classes were given development of surfaces, 
spirals, helices, screw threads, and a drawing of each thing made 
of wood, iron, steel, pipe work, and sheet tin. 


Bench Work. 


Work in the 6th grade covered the use of the knife, coping 
saw, glue, stain, and sufficient exercises on the use of the rule to 
enable boys to work to simple dimensions. Hach project was 
drawn to scale before making. 

The 7th grade boys were given lectures relative to the several 
varieties of wood, and the different kinds and use of common 
woodworking tools. Small assembled models and exercises were 
made. Scaled drawings were made. 

The 8th grade work covered simple problems such as: foot- 
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stools, taborets, knife boxes, ete. Mechanical Drawing of all 
work, and outside reading from Text Book was demanded. 

Freshman Class, High School. Several joints in common use, 
each with a bearing upon some future piece of furniture of car- 
pentry work, were given. These joints entailed the use of every 
individual woodworking tool in the department. As the boys 
progressed, learned how to use the various tools and how to 
read a working drawing, the shop problems became of more 
practical use and value. 

Sophomore Class, High School. The work in this class, while 
of a mixed nature, nevertheless, brought out some excellent re- 
sults. Wood Turning, pattern making, pipe fitting, bench work, 
sheet metal work and lathe work made up the curriculum. As 
the equipment for the best kind of work in any of the above 
subjects is incomplete, it was somewhat difficult to attain the end 
desired. What was done in this course was certainly understood 
and remembered. 

One who has closely followed the Manual Training schedule 
in a high school knows that besides the regular class works con- 
siderable repair work, in and about the school, is necessary: 
Repairing doors, grinding chisels, soldering pans, making steps 
and blackboards, installing hat racks, putting in window glass, 
setting up new machinery, etc., all enter into the work required 
of the boys. This extra work while of a miscellaneous character, 
affords the boys an excellent opportunity to practice what they 
have already learned and give a chance to work out new ideas. 

Ags the Manual Training Department opens its doors to the 
new year it is with the earnest wish and hope that parents and 
all others interested in the boys and in Manual Training will 
make us a visit. By your co-operation and interest in our efforts 
the progress and success of the department is assured and meas- 
ured.

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Report of the Inspector of Home Gardens. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

During the past summer of Nineteen Hundred and Sixteen 
there were some seventy children who were interested in the 
home-garden project, a large majority of them were more than 
interested, they were decidedly alive. The gardens ranged in 
area anywhere from a couple of square yards to an acre or more. 
As a rule they were well taken care of, but the results obtained 
were discouraging to many owing to the exceedingly long spell 
of wet weather in the early summer. Girls as well as boys 
had lots and among the prize winners were some of these girls. 

Perhaps a list of the plants cultivated would be of value 
in the future work :— 

1. Beans, Beets, Cabbages, Carrots, Celery, Cucumbers, 
Field Corn, Lettuce, Mint, Muskmelons, Parsnips, Peanuts, Peas, 
Peppers, Pop Corn, Potatoes, Pumpkins, Squashes, Strawberries, 
Sweet Corn, Swiss Chard, Tomatoes, Turnips and Watermelons. 
(26 in all.) 

2. Balsams, Begonias, California Poppy, Candytuft, Coryop- 
sis, Cosmos, Dahlias, Nasturtium, Pansies, Pine Trees, Pinks, 
Sunflower, Sweet Alyssum, Ten Weeks Stock and Zinnias. 

Often during my visits I was asked just what the idea of the 
garden work was. I will try to answer it partially by giving 
the following reasons, not all of which are of the same value, 
but I think anyone can select a half dozen reasons out of those 
I give which of themselves would make gardening worthwhile. 
A child’s own garden develops—the powers of accurate observa- 
tion—the sense of ownership and the rights of others in private 
property—a proper sense of pride in one’s own accomplishments 
—habits of orderliness and method—industry—iniative—the 
power to think—the saving habit—a love for nature and the 
beautiful—his motor activity—his individual characteristicgs—a 
wholesome interest to take the place of modern pleasure seeking 
tendencies—a knowledge of the farmer’s enemies in the insect 
world—and as a whole therefore develops him mentally, morally 
and physically. It gives him a knowledge of soil, fertilizer and 
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market values, of the rotation of crops, and in general opens up 
the practical difficulties with which a farmer contends. It 
creates a respect for hard labor—keeps the child out of mischief 
and off the streets—is intensely interesting, a live thing—gives 
an opportunity to open a check account at a bank—arouses a 
love for living things—may check the flow of our youth to the 
congested cities—shows that successful farming is now a science 
not a guessing game,—leads to a way of getting one’s living— 
opens up our fundamental industry, agriculture,—leads to a 
larger use of fresh vegetables in the home, and so a better stand- 
ard of living—furnishes wholesome enjoyment for spare time— 
vivifies school work—furnishes a foundation for nature study in 
the schools—correlates with such school subjects as drawing, 
painting, color work, language and composition work, geography, 
arithmetic, bookkeeping and banking,—keeps the parents’ in- 
terest alive in what their child is doing,—and creates a sympa- 
thetic relationship between home and school. 

Feeling that a project of this kind was worthy of substantial 
recognition the Falmouth Board of Trade offered Sixty Dollars 
in prizes for those who excelled in their gardening. The fol- 
lowing pupils were selected as the ones who had obtained the 
best results.

Report of the Supervisor of Music. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

Music in the public school education has completely changed 
within the last half decade. Many educators are of the opinion 
that music, if properly taught has a strong claim to an educa- 
tional rating with the other subjects in the curriculum. It is 
also conceded that a large proportion of any community can be 
brought to a high degree of efficiency in musie education ag in 
any other subject. 

The aim of music education in the public schools ag I see 
it is: first, to give every child the mental discipline attainable 
through the study of music, its sounds and symbols for reading 
and singing; second, to develop the emotional nature and the 
aesthetic sense; third, to develop an appreciation of good music. 
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These three points I am endeavoring to cover in our school sys- 
tem and IJ can report progress. 

The work in the grades has been most satisfactory. Great 
improvement has been made in sight-reading and the ability to 
sing , both in time and tune. In the lower grades I am trying 
to eliminate by individual instruction, all pupils who are tone 
deaf. This class are usually known as passives and will yield 
to this treatment. The results in later years will be well worth 
the time expended at present. 

The introduction of new book material was of great assist- 
ance, especially in the upper grades. There is more supplement- 
ary material needed throughout the district which I will recom- 
mend at an early date. 

A start has been made in individual sight singing from slips 
which will be continued this year in the lower grades and event- 
ually carried on through the entire course. 

I have visited every school once a week instead of bi-weekly 
as was the previous custom. The time spent in the different 

‘rooms varying from fifteen to thirty minutes. 

I have put into effect a new plan which is the sending of a 
monthly letter to every teacher dealing with the various phases 
.of school music. This I expect to be of great assistance, especial- 
ly to the new teachers. 

The pupils of the High school successfully produced ‘‘The 
‘Contest of the Nations,’’ an operetta, in a very creditable man- 
ner. The entire expense of the production was paid out of the 
proceeds and the balance is deposited as a music fund to be 
used for the purchase of orchestral instruments for the school. 

The course of study which follows has been modified slightly 
from last year and I am pleased to state that it conforms with 
the recommendations of the State Board of Education.

Two- 
part singing. 


Grade VI. 


Position of sharps and flats in signature. The five chromatic 
characters in writing. TYPE III, and TYPE III modified. 
Theory of common time. TYPE IV, and TYPE IV modified. 


Grade VII. 


Thorough review of all principles. Three-part singing. 
Song interpretation. Syncopation. 


Grade VIII. 


The bass staff. Reading the tenor-part. Terms of expres- 
sion and tempo. 

Throughout the entire course, voice drill, ear training, writ- 
ten work and individual sight-seeing. 

A phonograph and music records are a necessary equipment 
in every public school building, the primary use being education- 
al. Last year there were two machines put into our schools. 
One at North Falmouth through the interest and energy of Miss 
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Edith Nickerson and her pupils who earned the money to pur- 
chase it. The other was purchased with the proceeds of an 
operetta, ‘‘Princess Chrysanthemum,”’ given by the pupils of the 
7th and 8th grades, Village Grammar School, under the direction 
of Miss Russell. This machine is easily moved and is being used 
throughout the building with evident appreciation by the teach- 
ers and pupils. 

In closing I should like to avail myself of this opportunity 
to thank the teachers for their interest and efforts in my depart- 
ment. The results must be gauged by the work of the individual 
gerade teachers.

Report of the Supervisor of Drawing. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

T herewith submit my annual report of the work in drawing 
in the schools of Falmouth. 

It has been my aim through the last year to have the drawing 
more closely related with the daily life of the boys and girls. 

During September and October the central ideas are: first, 
observation of nature for growth, form, and color; second, the 
use of plant forms in designs with good lettering. Our aim to 
awaken an interest in the out-of-doors, and a conviction of the 
need of neatness and order in all things. 

In November and December we studied Representation and 
Design-Aim, to develop in the pupils some technical skill, to 
acquire a knowledge of objects, and arouse an interest that shall 
enable him to understand and appreciate pictures. In January, 
February and March we studied Design as applied to the con- 
struction of home objects, costume design, and house furnishing, 
also the making of a good poster. Our aim was to develop good 
taste in the use of color, and a general appreciation of the most 
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suitable, the most useful, and therefore most beautiful. The 
rest of the year was given to the study of nature, and application 
of plant forms to design. 

The High School and Village Grammar School have been 
visited each week, the other schools every two weeks. 

The last week in May an exhibition of all the school work 
was held in each room in town. The exhibition was much better 
than the one held the previous year in arrangement of work, 
quality of work, and use of color. 

A room fitted up for the use of the classes in drawing is 
much needed at the High School. 

In closing I wish to thank the Teachers for their interest, 
and willingness to carry out suggestions, the Committee and 
Superintendent for their generous support.

Report of the School Physician. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 

The health of the school children since the last report, has 
been exceptionally good, at least in respect to contagious dis- 
eases, and fortunately for Falmouth we escaped the menace of 
Infantile Paralysis. 

This left us with a pretty clean bill of health, when the 
schools opened and this has continued up to the present time. 

In making suggestions for further improvement in the health 
of the children, better care of the teeth should be given a promi- 
nent place. Little systematic work on the teeth seems to be 
the rule, until the High school is reached, when of course, per- 
sonal pride enforces attention. By that time, however, the 
damage is beyond repair and the average set of teeth is distinctly 
bad. ; 

This means much unnecessary sickness or absence from 
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school which an early investigation of the teeth would prevent 
or modify. 

Next in importance perhaps, should be considered the early 
removal of adenoids and parents should be cautioned that the 
best of all times for the operation is when the child is between 
four and five years of age or possibly earlier. Never later if 
possible to avoid it, for after the second teeth begin to appear, 
there is always a certain permanent disfigurement of the face, 
which nothing can ever entirely eradicate. The tonsils are not 
sacrificed as often as formerly, recent investigation showing that 
they are probably useful in preventing a certain amount of in- 
fection from entering the blood, ad their enlargement is often 
dependent on infected adenoids. Removal of adenoids alone, in 
these cases, seems to be all that is necessary to bring about a 
cure, the majority of tonsils returning to normal size within a 
few months. 

There must also be mentioned the urgent need of some com- 
prehensive system of physical culture. 

This should occupy a most important position in the school 
curriculum, for obviously the development of the child’s mind 
is of no particular importance, if the child is not destined to 
live long enough to use it. At least an hour a day in every 
grade should be devoted to systematized play or drill, and this 
all under the direction of a special instructor. This would make 
pupils alert, of good carriage, obedient and abolish all the 
slouchy, careless habits which do so much to handicap a child’s 
future. 

Prizes should be given, both for individual excellence and 
also for comparative improvement, for without competition little 
interest would be aroused, and at the same time the poorly 
developed child should have an equal chance. 

The work of the District Nurse in the schools must be most 
warmly commended and this position should be permanently 
established. The follow-up plan in the families is of immense 
value and its effect must be far-reaching. The services of the 
nurse, however, should not be dependent on the charity of any 
organization, but should be retained by a sufficient salary from 
the regular school fund. There is no question of her usefulness

or efficiency and it is only fair that the whole town should share 
in the expense. 

Attention must be called again to the importance of making 
some provision for providing lunches in at least some of the 
grades. In many cities and towns,) such lunches are supplied 
for a few cents and the effects on poorly nourished children are 
almost immediate. When we consider the character of the food 
and drink which many of them receive from day to day, the 
wonder grows, not that their progress is so unsatisfactory, but 
rather that they are able to fix their attention long enough to 
make any advance at all.
